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1. On 29 July 1950 the Neubrandenburg-Trollenhagon (N 5u/U 67) airfield 
was occupied by 13 jet planes, + Ten of the vlanes, parked in front 
of the hangars, had a large rutder assembly slanting to the rear, 
an elevator assembly set high on the rudder assembly and a pgray~green 
paint. The remaining threes planes which were on the southeastern edge 
of the landing field were of the same type and had a red nose and a 
silver sheen. There was no flying. 


2. Two jet planes with a silver sheen were parked in the southeastern
